STYLE OF THE SACRED WRITINGS. 
The variety of styles employed by the several 








writers of the Old Testament Scriptures, renders} stripping the gaze, and encircling otber distant 


biblical learning one of the most extensive and | 
difficult studies in which a scholar can be engag- 
ed. In the review of particular portions, espe- 
cially, we meet with all those difficulties which 
attend the examination of writings, referring to 
scenes and times whose character is altogether 
different from those with which we are acquaint- 
ed. These difficulties, moreover, are increased | 
by the nature of the narrative or subject in| 
which they occur. ‘T'he ancient records of reli- 
gion have frequently a meaning and reference 
which belong to some peculiarity in the system 
they were written to develop, and it is these 
points which are often illustrated by the allu- 





writers of the several books. ‘Thus we have not | 
only to search for the frequently hidden and pe- | 


culiar meaning of Scripture phraseology, but to |

I will not undertake to prophesy; but I will) 
venture to conjecture. From what has taken | 
place in New England within the last hundred | 
years, calculating upon present circumstances, | 
and similar principles, we sce the way is paving | 
for the increase of light in a greater ratio, for an | 
hundred years tocome. Itis now not far from | 
ninety years, since what by many was called the | 
Great Reformation, commenced. Many of the| 
Congregational Clergy opposed the work; the 
consequence was, that great numbers separated 
from the established churches (for they were es- 
tablished by law) and formed other churches, 
and were known by the appellation of Separates, 
—another name for orthodox. In process of time, 
these Separates became Baptists. ‘There was 
an agreement among the clergy that no establish- 
ed minister should officiate in another’s parish 
without the consent of the minister ofthe parish. 
Indeed, this was the law of Connecticut, and the 
penalty was, that the offender should forfeit his 
salary. This law of the then Colony, and the 
agreement among the clergy, formed a pretty 
strong fence to keep out intruders. The Sepa- 
rates and Baptists, however, were in the habit of 
either jumping over, or getting under, or some 
person within let down a bar for them to get 
through. Be that as it may—they did get in; 
they did preach, and souls were converted. ‘The 
orthodox are following the Baptists in this vesy 
thing. ‘They are effecting separations from the 
town and parish minister; and from town to 
town. The Separates admitted Baptists to their 
commUnion—so do the orthodox. As light in- 
creased upon the subject of Baptism, Pedo-bap- 
tism was by many relinquished; so it will be 
among the orthodox churches, if their ministers 
continue to baptize by immersion; but if they 
perceive that the Baptists increase in their church- 
es, they will refuse to baptize, (for it is now abun- 
dantly evident that the only reason why they 
baptize by immersion is, that the inquirer may 
not go to the Baptists,) then the candidates will 
go to the Baptist churches; this will give ocea- 
sion for the mature and design of the institution 
to be investigated ; others will be convinced that 
infant baptism is unscriptural, and with half a 
prophetic eye one may predict, that the present 
movements avill eventuate in the increase of light 
and truth, and the Baptist cause, which I firmly 
believe to be the cause of Christ.

The whole force and beauty, and, very often, the 
most important meaning of ceriain passages, can 
only be perceived by a perfect knowledge of the

| membered, that the language itself, in which the

vocabulary, its very odiuin is metaphorical, and 
there is scarcely a sentence composed in it, with- 
out some allusion being made to the objects of 
external nature, their peculiar habits or qualities.

‘The pride of endurance 
comes to his aid: and with no good feeling 
strengthened, no new idea of man’s social rela- 
tions or higher duties communicated, he is dis- 
gorged, an outcast upon the world, again to prey 
upon his kind; until, before he is yet a man, 
some consummate outrage brings him to the 
scaffold.

He can animadvert upon 
the principles of our public men, and canvass the 
claims of Adamsor Jackson to the Presidential 
chair, with al] manner of vivacity and volubility ; 
but talk to him about the advances which the Sa- 
viour’s cause is making in India or the islands 
of the sea, or about its success at home where 
the Spirit of the Lord is working great salvation 
among the people, and you ruu him at once into 
the dark, and reduce him to a perfect stand. 

It is melancholy, 1 say, to find a professing 
Christian proceeding in this way—it is 80 incon- 
gruous with all Christian reason, and betrays so 
wrong a sense of the true glory of Christianity 
itself. It is a shame for any man to care mord 
for the things of the world—the jealousies of sin- 
ful nations—the political squabbles of dying men 
—which are all to pass away as a vapor, and be 
forgotten in the sleep of time; it is a shame for 
any man to care more about such things, than 
he does about the affairs of the kingdom that will 
never end, of which Jesus is the Head, and with 
reference to which he governs all the pew tara- 
ing and overturning empires at his re. 

I mean not to discourage the use of political 
papers, much less the use of those that are pure- 
ly literary in their character. But this 1 say, it 
is not meet thet one who acknowledges the 
of Jesus Christ, should take more pains to provide 
his family and himself with political news, than 
hedoes to supply them with religious intel 
It is not meet that three or two papers of a se- 
cular sort should come into his houce every week, 
and not one of the religious kind.
